The Advanced Level class is 
held on Tuesday nights and 
Basic Level is held every 
Wednesday. There are eight 
students in the Adv-Level 
and six in the Basic Level. 

As is usual in Gaelic Classes 
in Australia, there is a wide 
variety of students. The Adv- 
Level consists of six men 
and two women and three of 
the men are Irish born. In the 
Basic-Level there are two 
men and four women with 
one native-born Irelander* 
who came here as a child. 

Ten Canberrans intend going 
to the Winter School in 
Sydney in June over the 
Queen’s Birthday weekend 
and we’re planning to put on 
a humorous sketch. 

Thanks Canberra for getting in 
touch. We’re so pleased to hear 
from Gaelgeóiri elsewhere in Aus¬ 
tralia. Its encouraging to know that 
you are also out there doing your 
bit to keep the Gaelic Language 
alive and lively in Australia.

This was the 
culmination of three months 
development work and then a 
further three weeks of inten¬ 
sive testing to make sure it 
works correctly with all types 
of computers. 

The website was designed 
from the outset to be bi-lingual 
and is intended to have some¬ 
thing for everyone, no matter 
what level you are at with your 
Irish. 

Our aim is to help everyone 
learn and use the Irish 
language. It is not our inten¬ 
tion to provide links to general 
interest sites about Ireland. 

Now that committee has taken 
ownership of the website we 
are legally responsible for 
everything that appears on it, 
so all additions and changes 
from now on must be dis¬ 
cussed and formally ap¬ 
proved. This sounds bureau¬ 
cratic but it is very necessary. 


Website Guidelines 

Here are some guidelines. 

• If you as an individual 
have an idea, then speak 
or write to the committee 
secretary. That way it will 
come up for discussion at 
our next monthly meeting. 

• If your class wants to do 
something as a group 
project then speak to your 
teacher who will in turn 
approach the committee 
on your behalf. 

• In either case, be pre¬ 
pared to provide the full 
text in both languages of 
what you want added, 
along with any pictures or 
graphics. Anything less 
does not permit a proper 
evaluation of your idea. 

• If you just want some 
guidance in developing 
your idea then speak to 
Stu or to anyone who you 
think can help, but re¬ 
member that at some 
stage you will eventually 
need to go through the 
approval process de¬ 
scribed above, and or¬ 
ganising that is your own 
responsibility. 

• The only people who can 
authorise additions or 
changes to the website 
are the elected committee 
of the Cumann.

Please re¬ 
member that we are striving to 
showcase the work and aims of 
Cumann Gaeilge na hAstráile.

It was down at the Clifton Hill Hotel in Collingwood that Mossie 
Scanlon’s first CD - Téanam Ort!, was launched on Sunday 18 
May. The back bar of the hotel was crammed when Val Noone 
opened the evening with a comprehensive run-down on Mossie 
himself and on his life in West Kerry and in Melbourne. 

Speaking about the CD Yal said that it was of special importance 
because it was the first attempt to present the congruent points of 
the history and traditions of the two countries in one work of this 
type. ‘This CD’, Val said, ‘invites us to taste our ancient heritage 
from an authentic Gaeltacht voice’. And what a voice. 

Then Chris Mooney spoke in humourous vein about what happened 
during the making of the CD. It was an adventure, according to 
Chris, as they both had a lot to learn in the course of months, to get 
everything organised and under control, before they could relax. 
Apparently the journeys down to Killamey (next to Port Fairy) pro¬ 
vided a great opportunity for discussing difficulties and translating 
songs. 

Hardly were the speeches over than a troop from the Kathleen 
Macaleer School of Dancing commenced a lively and skillful dis¬ 
play of their craft or, more correctly, their art. Nor was there any 
shortage of musicians or singers there since most of the musicians 
on the CD were present, together with other guest singers, for the 
evening. 

But it was Mossie’s evening and we didn’t have long to wait before 
he came on stage. He sang several of the songs from his CD with 
many others in the course of the night and all present were highly 
satisfied with the entertainment. Towards the end of the evening 
Mossie took a few minutes to thank all those who had helped in the 
making of the CD and those who had helped to organise the eve¬ 
ning’s concert. He also thanked the people for coming out to sup¬ 
port him. 

Mossie as we know, will return to Ireland in a few weeks to spend 
some time there but it won’t be a holiday because his CD has al¬ 
ready been launched there and is doing very well; several ‘gigs’ are 
lined up for him. With the demand for him there now, you couldn’t 
say when they’ll let him come back to us , or if indeed he will return 
at all ? I think he will. 

Go safely Mossie and may your journey prosper.
